SINGING A8 A FINE ART. 


A T H LE T E IN CHARGE 


George W. Woodruff, who has been named by 
President Roosevelt as acting secretary of the 
interior during the absence of Secretary Garfield, 
is one of the best known authorities on outdoor 
games in the country, an all around athlete with 
a number of splendid records to his credit and 
developed the Pennsylvania university and Car­ 
lisle Indian football elevens. 
His was the unusual record of having been 
for his entire four years a member of the foot- 
bell eleven, the track and field teams and the 
varsity crew. He captained the crew of 1889. 
After finishing his classical course at Yate, 
Mr. Woodruff went to the University of Penney 1-

vania to study law, and it was here that he made

his reputation as one of tile foremost football 
tacticians of his day. 
When Mr. ’Woodruff left college a fighter was wanted in the forest serv­ 
ice as law officer, and Mr. Woodruff got the appointment, becoming chief 
aid to Gifford Pinchot, the government forester. 
He did yeoman service in 
organizing the national forest reserve policy, and his industry and ability 
especially commended 
itself to the president, who soon discovered that the 
energetic, restless, planning, hustling attorney 
was a man of much his own 
piold. 
The acting secretary of the interior is about the same age as Mr. Roose­ 
velt and is not unlike the president in appearance. 
The shape of the faces, 
with the prominent teeth, the mustache and the expression of restless ener­ 
gy are not unlike. 
Mr. Woodruff is one of five assistants to the attorney general, and is 
connected with the department of justice, though his assignment is to give 
advice to the department of the interior in matters where legal points are 
raised. 


GOTHAM CITY CHAMBERLAIN 


James J. Martin, the newly-appointed city 
chamberlain of New York, who is expected to 
join Mayor McClellan in his fight to oust Charles 
F. Murphy from the leadership of Tammany Hall, 
is one of the most powerful district leaders in 
the metropolis. 
He is pointed out as the “last of 
the old school of politicians,” and he says he is 
proud of the distinction. The notion that the suc­ 
cessful politician of the present day is the man 
who can shake hands, smile sweetly and promise 
without either fulfilling or offending is scorned by 
Mr. Martin. 
“Politicians should stick more to the truth,” 
says he. “I did it, and I know that it pays. Now 
and then it creates a little friction for a short 
time, but it disappears. 
You can never hold tho 
support of a man to whom you lie. nor can you keep as your friend a man 
to whom you make promises that you do not keep. 
My policy always was 
to tell a man straight off whether I could do a thing or not. 
lf I said I 
would, I did. and I got along all right.” 
Mr. Martin has been mentioned dozens of times for the leadership of 
Tammany 
Hall, has been the 
power in the Twenty-seventh district since 
1882, has been chairman 
of the Tammany executive committee, president of 
the board of police commissioners, and during all 
his political career bas 
been one of the “big” men in the organization. 
He was for years one of 
Richard Croker's counselors. 
When he resigned as an executive of the or­ 
ganization last September it was said by a political wag, “Martin has left, 
taking Tammany's brains with him.” 
Mr. Martin was born in Ireland and came to this country a babe in arni9. 
At the age of l l years he went to work as an office boy for a lawyer. 
In 
1862, in company with several other boys, he ran away from home and en­ 
listed in the Ninth New York volunteers. 
He served on the field for a year 
and then was made head of the clerical force with Gen. Dix. 
He continued 
in this office until the end of the war. 


SEN T M AGNATES TO JAIL 


Lyman Wheeler Wachenheimer. the prosecut­ 
ing attorney through whose efforts 23 Toledo lum­ 
bermen and brick men have been sentenced to 
jail for violation of the anti trust laws, is 45 years 
old and a native of Toledo. 
He has always been 
a Democrat. 
Nine years ago he was nominated 
for police judge. 
His opponent was Scott Kelly, 
who had been nominated for a third term. 
Kelly 
was very popular, Toledo was almost hopelessly 
Republican; nevertheless Mr. Wachenheimer was 
elected. 
Before his term was half completed he 
was the most popular official in the city. He was 
a terror to law breakers, and the result was a 
perceptible diminution of crime in Toledo. 
So 
well liked was Judge Washenheimer that it was 
difficult to get a Republican to run against him, 
and he was chosen a second and third time by overwhelming majorities. 
The Republican machine, which had controlled Toledo politics prior to 
the advent of Mayor Sam Jones, was in close touch wdth a wing of the 
Democratic party, and it was proposed by this combine to nominate Judge 
Wachenheimer for any office he chose to designate. 
But he rejected the 
offer and came out as the people’s champion and was nominated for prose­ 
cuting attorney. 
The Democrats on the inside called him traitor, but their 
bitterness served only to nerve him to greater effort, and he won an over­ 
whelming victory over the bosses. 
Prosecuting Attorney Wachhenheimer’s first big accomplishment was 
to bring about the indictment of a score or more of bridge men engaged in 
“grafting” through an organize*! pool. 
But they were never brought to 
trial, owing to the fact that many counties had prior service on them. 
He next began a crusade against the Ice Trust, which ended in the 
members of the trust paying fines and spending ten of last summer’s hot 
days in the local bastile. 


JAPAN’S FOREM OST DIPLOMAT 


Viscount Hayashi, minister of foreign affairs 
in the Japanese cabinet, who recently went to 
Seoul, the Korean capital, In the interests of his 
country, which is hopeful that the emperor will 
abdicate the throne as requested by the premier, 
is a man much feared by those who would have 
the present government continue. 
After the em­ 
peror had refused to relinquish his power Japan 
lost no time in sending Hayashi to the scene and 
the news of his arrival spread dismay about the 
palace. 
The circumstances leading up to the selection 
of Hayashi for the important office he now holds 
are interesting. 
Marquis Saionji, the prime min­ 
ister, in reorganizing his cabinet, gave the port­ 
folio of fpreign affairs to Takaaki Kato, formerly 
minister to England. 
After holding the office only a few days Mr. Kato sud­ 
denly resigned, it is said, for reasons never made public. 
Thereupon Am­ 
bassador Hayashi, then at the court of St. James, received an unexpected 
call to return to Japan and he was placed in the cabinet. 
Viscount Hayashi is only 57 years 
of age, having been born in 1850 in 
Sakura, a little town near Tokio. 
His father was a prominent scholar and 
physician and the son was given a careful education in law and languages. 
His ability was early recognized and while yet very young he was sent to 
England to familiarize himself with Anglo-Saxon civilization. In 1891 he was 
appointed vice minister and began his diplomatic life. 
As soon as the war 
with China was over he was sent as minister to China and hts success at 
this post was brilliant. 
His chief achievement was the commercial treaty 
between China 
and Japan which was negotiated and signed by him in 1896. 
It 
was he, too, who signed the final revision of the British alliance treaty! 
He was created viscount for bringing about this treaty. 
Admirers of Hayashi say he is a scrupulous and single-minded man. 
He is sagacious in his methods, sound in judgment, refined +n his taste and 
loyal to -his duty. In sending Viscount Hayashi to Korea during the present 
difficulty the Japanese people are confident their interests will be ably Bro- 
tected. 


Correct Breathing at the Bottom of 
All Success, Says Melba. 


I cannot too forcibly insist that the 
mere possession of a lovely voice is 
only the basis of vocal art. writes 
Mme. Melba in the Century Magazine. 
Nature occasionally startles one by the 
prodigality of her gifts, but no student 
has any right to expect to sing by in­ 
spiration any more than an athlete 
may expect to win a race because he 
is naturally fleet of foot. 
Methods of breathing, "attack," and 
the use of the registers must all be 
perfectly understood by the successful 
singer, who should likewise be com­ 
plete m aster of all details relating to 
the structure and use of those parts 
above the voice box and be convinced 
of the necessity of a perfectly con­ 
trolled chest expansion in the produc­ 
tion of tone. 
For perfect singing correct breath­ 
ing. strange as it may scfUnd, is even 
more essential than a beautiful voice. 
No m atter how exquisite the vocal or­ 
gan may be, its beauty cannot be ade­ 
quately demonstrated without proper 
breath control. Here is one of the old 
Italian secrets which many singers of 
to-day wholly lack because they are 
unwilling to give the necessary time 
for the full development of breathing 
power and control.

ATHLETE IN CHARGE 


George W. WoodruB, who has been named by 


President Roosevelt as acting aecretary of the 
Interior during the absence of Secretary Oarneld. 
Is one of the best-known authorities on outdoor 
games in the country, an all around athlete with 
a number of splendid recorda to his credit and 
developed the Pennsylvania university and Car- 
lisle Indian football elevens. 


His was the unusual record of having been 


for his entire four years a member of the foot- 
bell eleven, the track and Held teams and the 
varsity crew. He captained the crew of 1889. 


After finishing his classical course at Yale, 


Mr. Woodruff went to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania to study law, and It was here that he made 
his reputation as one of the foremost football 


(actlclans of his day. 
When Mr. Woodruff left college a flghter was wanted In the forest serv- 
-.ce aa law officer, and Mr. Woodruff got the appointment, becoming chief 
lid to Gilford Plnchot. the government forester. He did yeoman service in 
prgantalng the national forest reserve policy, and his industry and ability 
especially commended itself to the president, who soon discovered that the 
energetic, restless, planning, hustling attorney was a man of much his own 
{iiold.The acting secretary of the Interior Is about the same age as Mr. Roose- 
velt and is not unlike the president in appearance. The shape of the faces, 
with the prominent teeth, the mustache and the expression of restless ener- 
KT are not unlike. • 


Mr. Woodruff la one of five assistants to the attorney general, and is 


connected with the department of Justice, though his assignment is to give 
advice to the department of the interior in matters where legal points are 
raised. 


GOTHAM CITY CHAMBERLAIN 


James J. Martin, the newly-appointed city 


chamberlain of New York, who is expected to 
Join Mayor McClellan In his flght to oust Charles 
F. Murphy from the leadership of Tammany Hall, 
is one of the most powerful district leaders in 
the metropolis. He Is pointed out as the "last of 
the old school of politicians," and he says he is 
proud of the distinction. The notion that the suc- 
cessful politician of the present day la the man 
who can shake hands, amlle aweetly and promiae 
without either fulfilling or offending la acorned by 
Mr. Martin. 


"Politicians should stick more to the truth," 


says he. "1 did It, and I know that It pays. Now 
and then It creates a little friction for a short 
^___ 
time, but it disappears. You can never hold tho 


support of a man to whom you Ue. nor can you keep as your friend a man 
to whom ypu make promises that you do not keep. My policy always was 
to tell a man straight off whether I could do a thing or not. If I said I 
would, I did. and I got along all right." 


Mr. Martin has been mentioned dozens of times for the leadership of 


Tammany Hall, has been the power in the Twenty-seventh district since 
1882, has been chairman of the Tammany executive committee, president of 
the board of police commissioners, and during all his political career has 
been one of the "big" men in the organization. He was for years one of 
Richard Croker's counselors. When he resigned aa an executive of the or- 
ganisation last September It was said by a political wag, "Martin has left, 
taking Tammany's brains with him." 


Mr. Martin was born in Ireland and came to thia country a babe in arms. 


'At th« age of 11 years he went to work a» an office boy for a lawyer. In 
1862. In company with several other boys, he ran away from home and en- 
listed in the Ninth New York volunteers. He served on the field for a year 
and then was made head of the clerical force with Gen. Dix. He continued 
in this office until the end of the war. 
| 
SENT MAGNATES TO JAIL 


Lymau Wheeler Wachenheimer, the prosecut- 


ing attorney through whose efforts 23 Toledo lum- 
bermen anil brick men have been sentenced to 
Jail for violation of tho anti-trust laws, is 45 years 
old and a native of Toledo. He has always been 
a Democrat. 
N'lne years ago he was nominated 


for police Judge. His opponent was Scott Kelly, 
who had been nominated for a third term 
Kelly 


was very popular. Toledo was almost hopelessly 
Republican; nevertheless Mr. Wachenheimer was 
elected. Before his term was halt completed he 
was the most popular official in the city 
He was 


a terror to law breakers, and the result was a 
perceptible diminution of crime in Toledo. 
So 


well liked was Judge Washenheimer that It was 
difficult to get a Republican to run against him, 


and he was chosen a second and third time by overwhelming majorities. 


The Republican machine, which had controlled Toledo politics prior to 


the advent of Mayor Sam Jones, was in close touch with a wing of the 
Democratic party, and It was proposed by this combine to nominate Judge 
Wachenheimer for any office he chose to designate. 
But he rejected the 


offer and came out as the people's champion and was nominated for prose- 
cuting attorney. 
The Democrats on the Inside called him traitor, but their 


bitterness served only to .nerve him to greater effort, and he won an over- 
whelming victory over the bosses. 


Prosecuting Attorney Wachhenhelmer's first big accomplishment was 


to bring about the Indictment of a score or more of bridge men engaged in 
"grafting" through an organize*! pool. 
But they were never brought to 


trial, owing to the fact that many counties had prior service on them. 


He next began a crusade against the Ice Trust, which ended In the 


members of the trust paying fines and spending ten of last summer's hot 
days in the local baatlle.

Viscount Hayashl, minister of foreign affairs 


In the Japanese cabinet, who recently went to 
Seoul, the Korean capital, in the interests-of his 
country, which Is hopeful that the emperor will 
abdicate the throne as requested by the premier.

lost no time In sending Hayaahi to the scene and 
the newa of his arrival spread dismay about the 
palace.

of Hayashl for the Important office he now holds 
are Interesting. Marquis Salonjl, the prime min- 
ister, In reorganizing his cabinet, gave the port- 
folio of f9relgn affairs to Takaakl Kato, formerly 


minister to England. After holding the office only a few days Mr. Kato sud- 
denly resigned, It is aald, for reasons never made public. Thereupon Am- 
bassador Hayaahl, then at the court of St. James, received an unexpected 
call to return to Japan and be was placed In the cabinet. 


Viscount Hayashl is only 67 years of age, having been born In 1850 in 


Sakura, a little town near Toklo. His father was a prominent scholar and 
physician and the eon was given a careful education In law and languages. 
Hla ability was early recognized and while yet very young he was sent to 
England to familiarize himself with Anglo-Saxon civilization. In 1891 he was 
appointed vice minister and began his diplomatic life. Aa soon as the war 
vlth China was over he was Bent as minister to China and his success al 
this post was brilliant. His chief achievement was the commercial treaty 
between China and Japan whkh was negotiated and signed by him In 1896 
It wa» he, too, who signed the final revision of the British-alliance treaty 
lie was created viscount for bringing about thia treaty,

George \V. WoodruB, who baa been named by 


President Roosevelt as acting secretary ot the 
interior during the absence of Secretary Oarfleld, 
la one of the beat-known authorities on outdoor 
games In the country, an all around athlete with 
a number of splendid records to his credit and 
developed the Pennsylvania university and Car- 
Hale Indian football elevens. 


His was the unusual record of having been 


for hia enUre four years a member of the foot- 
bell eleven, the track and Held teams and the 
varsity crew. He captained the crew ot 1889. 


After finishing his classical course at Yale, 


Mr. Woodruff went to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania to study law, and It was here that he mads 
his reputation as one of the foremost football 


tacticians of his day. 


When Mr. Woodruff left college a fighter was wanted In the forest serv- 
-.ce aa law officer, and Mr. Woodruff got the appointment, becoming chief 
kid to Gilford Plnchot. the government forester. 
He did yeomnn service In 


;>rgant*lng the national forest reserve policy, and his Industry and ability 
especially commended itself to the president, who soon discovered that the 
energetic, restless, planning, hustling attorney was a man of much his own 
(nold. 


The acting secretary of the interior Is about the sixme age as Mr. Roose- 


velt and is not unlike the president in appearance. The shape of the faces, 
with the prominent teeth, the mustache and the expression ot restless ener- 
py are not unlike. • 


Mr. Woodruff is one of five assistants to the attorney general, and la 


connected with the department of Justice, though his assignment is to give 
advice to the department ot the interior In matters where legal points are 
raised. 
| GOTHAM CITY CHAMBERLAIN 


James J. Martin, the newly-appointed city 


chamberlain ot New York, who is expected to 
join Mayor McClellan In his fight to oust Charles 
F Murphy from the leadership of Tammany Hall, 
is one ot the most powerful district leaders in 
the metropolis. He is pointed out as the "last of 
the old school of politicians," and he says he Is 
proud of the distinction. The notion that the suc- 
ceastul politician of the present day Is the man 
who can shake hands, smile sweetly and promise 
without either fulfilling or offending Is scorned by 
Mr. Martin. 


"Politicians should stick more to the truth," 


says he. "1 did It, and I know that It pays. Now 
and then It creates a little friction for a short 
time, but It disappears. You can never hold tho 


support of a man to whom you Ue. nor can you keep as your friend a man 
to whom ypu make promises that you do not keep. My policy always was 
to tell a man straight off whether I could do a thing or not. If I said I 
would, I did. and I got along all right" 


Mr. Martin ha» been mentioned dozens of times for the leadership ot 


Tammany Hall, has been the power in the Twenty-seventh district since 
1882. has been chairman of the Tammany executive committee, president of 
the board of police commissioners, and during all his political career has 
been one ot the "big" men In the organization. He was for years one of 
Richard Croker's counselors. When he resigned as an executive of the or- 
ganisation last September It was said by a political wag, "Martin has left, 
taking Tammany's brains with him " 


Mr. Martin was born in Ireland and came to this country a babe In arms. 


'At the age of 11 years he went to work a» an office boy for a lawyer 
In 


1862. In company with several other boys, he ran away from home and en- 
listed in the Ninth New York volunteers. He served on the field for a year 
and then waa made head of the clerical force with Gen. Dlx. He continued 
in this office until the end of the war. 
| 
SENT MAGNATES TO JAIL 


Lymau Wheeler Wachenheimer, the prosecut- 


ing attorney through whose efforts 23 Toledo lum- 
bermen and brtck men have been sentenced to 
Jail for violation of tho anti-trust laws, Is 45 years 
old and a native of Toledo. He has always been 
a Democrat 
Nine years ago he was nominated 


for police judge 
His opponent was Scott Kelly, 


who had been nominated for a third term 
Kelly 


was very popular. Toledo was almost hopelessly 
Republican, nevertheless Mr Wachenheimer was 
elected 
Before his term was half completed he 


was the most popular official in the city 
He was 


a terror to law breakcis, and the result was a 
perceptible diminution of crime In Toledo 
So 


well liked was Judge \Vashenhelmer that it was 
difficult to get a Republican to run against him, 


and he waa chosen a second and third lime by overwhelming majorities 


The Republican machine, which had controlled Toledo politics prior to 


the advent of Mayor Sam Jones, was in close touch with a wing of the 
Democratic party, and it waa proposed by this combine to nominate Judge 
"Wachenheimer for any office he chose to designate. 
But he rejected the 


offer and came out as the people's champion and was nominated for prose- 
cuting attorney 
The Democrata on the inside called him traitor, but their 


bitterness served only to -nerve him to greater effort, and he won an over- 
whelming victory over the bosses 


Prosecuting Attorney Wachhenheimer's first big accomplishment was 


to bring about the indictment of a score or more of bridge men engaged in 
''grafting" through an organize*! pool 
But they were never brought to 


trial, owing to the fact that many counties had prior service on them. 


He next began a crusade against the Ice Trust, which ended in the 


members of the trust paying fines and spending ten of last summer's hot 
days in the local baatlle. 


JAPAN'S FOREMOST DIPLOMAT 


Viscount Hayasbl, minister ol foreign affairs 


in the Japanese cabinet, who recently went to 
Seoul, the Korean capital, In the Interests of his 
country, which Is hopeful that the emperor will 
abdicate the throne as requested by the premier. 
Is a man much feared by those who would have 
the present government continue. 
After the em- 


peror had refused to relinquish his power Japan 
lost no time In sending Hayaahl to the scene and 
the newa of hla arrival spread dismay about the 
palace. 


The circumstances leading up to the selection 


of Hayashl for the Important office he now holds 
are interesting. Marquis Salonjl. the prime min- 
ister, In reorganizing his cabinet, gave the port- 
folio of f9relgn affairs to Takaakl Kato, formerly 


minister to England 
After holding the office only a few days Mr. Kato sud- 


denly resigned, It Is said, for reasons never made public. Thereupon Am- 
bassador Hayashl, then at the court ot St. James, received an unexpected 
call to return to Japan and be was placed In the cabinet. 


Viscount Hayashl is only 67 years of age, having been born In 1850 In 


Sakura, a little town near Tokio. His father was a prominent scholar and 
physician and the son was given a careful education in law and languages. 
His ability was early recognized and while yet very young he was sent to 
England to familiarize himself with Anglo-Saxon civilization. In 1891 he was 
appointed vice minister and began his diplomatic life. As soon as the war 
with China was over he was sent as minister to China and his success at 
this poat was brilliant. His chief achievement was the commercial treaty 
between China and Japan whkh was negotiated and signed by him In 1896. 
It waa he, too, who signed the final revision of the British alliance treaty.
